Washington, April 13.—The Puerto 
Rican bill was signed yesterday by tho 
officers of the house and senate and the 
president placed his signature to it,mak­ 
ing it law, which will go into effect on 
May I. 
The prinrii»il governmental 
provisions of the hill are: 
The capital shall be at San Juan. 
Persons who were Spanish subject* on 
April ll, I UDO, and who have not elected 
to preserve their allegiance to Spain are 
held to lx» citizens of Puerto Rico and 
entitled to the protection of the United 
States. 
The designation of the body politic is 
under the name “ The People of Puerto 
Rico.” 
The laws and ordinances of Puorto 
Rico now in force shall continue in full 
force and effect, except as altered by 
this act, or by military orders, and 
which are not inconsistent with the 
laws of the United States. 
The old law forbidding the marriage 
of priests or ministers is rejiealad. 
The vessels of Puerto Rico arc to be 
nationalized and admitted to the benefits 
of the United States coasting laws. 
Quarantine stations are to be estab­ 
lished. 
Puerto Rico coin to be rated, the paso 
betag rated at GO cents in exchange. 
Three years after the act takes effect 
Puerto Rico coin* are not to be legal 
tender. 
Property usually under the control of 
the United States w ill so continue and

a s s i s t a n t s e c r e t a r y a l l e n . 
other -property acquired from Spain shall 
hr administered by the Puerto Rican gov­ 
ernment. 
The governor is to be appointed by the 
president and hold his office for four 
hears, having the powers conferred on 
governors of territories of the United 
States but is to make his reports through 
the secretary of state to the president. 
An executive council is to be appoint­ 
ed by the president and confirmed by 
the senate, consisting of a secretary, at­ 
torney general, treasurer, auditor, com­ 
missioner of interior and education and 
five other persons to hold office for four 
years. The council is the upper branch 
of the legislature, five of whom shall be 
natives of Puerto Rico. 
The other 
branch shall he a house of delegates, to 
consist of 33 members elected biennially 
by the qualified electors. 
Provisions are made for enacting leg­ 
islation similar to that in other territo­ 
ries. 
The judicial power is vested in 
courts already established, the chief jus­ 
tice and associate justices and marshal 
to be appointed by the president; judges 
of tim district courts and other officers 
by the governor of Puerto Rico. 
There 
is also a United States district estab­ 
lished similar to other territories. 
The salaries of all appointed by the 
president are: Governor, $8000; secre­ 
tary, attorney general, auditor aud com­ 
missioner of the interior, $4000 each; 
commissioner of education $3000; chief 
justice supreme court and United State 
district judge, $5000 
each; associate 
justice. $4500 each; two marsh als, $3000 
each, district attorney, $4000. 
No export duties are to be collected, 
but taxes aud the licenses may be levied. 
On tim regular election day in Novem- 
l»er and every two years thereafter 
Puerto Rico may choose a commissioner 
to represent the island at Washington, 
with a salary of $5000. 
A commission of three members, one 
a native of Puerto Rico, is to be named 
to revise and codify the laws of Puerto 
Rico. 
All merchandise coming into the 
United States from Puerto aud coming 
into Puerto from the United States shall 
be entered at the several ports of entry 
upon payment of 15 per cent of duties 
which were required to be levied on like 
articles of merchoudise imported from 
foreign countries. 
The same customs are levied on all 
goods entering Puerto Rico from foreign 
countries as are levied on same goods en­ 
tering the United States, save 
c o f f e e , 
which has free entry into the United
